Keeping Surplus Eggs. 
VV ' en eggs are only required to be 
pruserred for two or three montns 
they keep very well packed in dry 
salt or bran. 
The meat of the egg 
may shrink and rattle within the shell 
when shaken, but its edibility is not 
impaired. 
Coating the egg with vase­ 
line or butter will also keep it for a 
short time, or any application which 
effectively seals the pores of the shell 
and excludes air will 
prolong the 
freshness of eggs. 
If the egg is even 
momentarily submerged iii boiling wa­ 
ter the albumen thereby becomes suffi­ 
ciently coagulated to prevent the en­ 
trance of air. 
In some of the rural 
districts in England and Scotland eggs 
for home consumption are smutted 
over with a mixture of sulphur and 
lampblack, a cheap and effective pre­ 
servative.

WHY HAY IS GRADED 
LOW. 


Success of A lfa lfa In the West on lr- 
rigated Lands. 
The rules of the National Hay asso­ 
ciation recognize twenty-three grades 
cf hay, which seem to fall into rive, 
classes—timothy, clover, mixed timo­ 
thy and clover, wild grasses and al­ 
alia. 
1 hoice timothy hay must be 
sound, properly cured, of bright natu­ 
ral color, not mixed with more than 
one-twentieth of other grasses and 
well baled. Lower grades of timothy 
are Nos. I, 2 and 3 and “no grade.” 
Clover hay has two grades, No. I and 
No. 2. No, I clover must be medium 
clover, 
sound, 
properly cured, 
not 
mixed with more than one-twentieth 
cf other 
grasses 
and 
well 
baled. 
Choice alfalfa hay must be reasonably 
fine leafy alfalfa of bright green color, 
properly cured, sound, sweet and well 
baled. 
Other grades of alfalfa are 
Nos. I, 2 arid 3 and “no grade.” These 
rules are used by most cities that have 
official inspection. 
A large percentage of the timothy on 
the market is graded below No. I. The 
reasons are that many meadows are ! 
<ut for years until they become weedy ! 
and mixed with other grasses and that 


I acreage and value. 
L'rom three to 
five cuttings may be made yearly on 
irrigated ground. 
California grain hay (cut in the 
milk) is highly valued for feed and is 
sent east by the train load for feeding 
race horses. It often averages iu value 
per acre more than the grain, as in 
1900 the value per acre for grain hay 
t\as $lo.SO as against $8.50 for grain.

Getting Rid of Weeds. 
'Ihe problem of weed eradication is 
one of the most serious which con­ 
front the farmers of Iowa aud ad 
joining states. 
During the last few 
years a method of killing weeds has 
been discovered which promises to 
greatly lighten the annual toll which 
the farmer pays to these pests. 
This 
new method consists in spraying the 
weeds with certain destructive ma­ 
terials known as herbicides. 
Some of 
these herbicides, of which iron sul­ 
phate is the most promising, will kill 
nearly all kinds of common weeds 
without injuring the oats, wheat or 
other crop in w’hich they happen to be 
growing. In fact, in several cases the 
sprayed grain was thriftier aud yield­ 
ed more than that which did not re­ 
ceive the treatment. 
This method Is 
especially valuable for destroying mus­ 
tard in grainfields and dandelions and 1 
other weeds on lawns.

Meantime the farmer is obliged to 
Include clover and other legumes in 
his rotation in order to maintain the 
fertility of bls land. 
In any case the fanner who sells 
hay should seek to produce the high­ 
est grade by keeping his meadows 
pure and by proper methods of cut­ 
ting, curing and stacking. 
The hay crop of California is one of 
our most valuable agricultural prod­ 
ucts, being since 1905 worth over $31,- 
000,000. Alfalfa Is increasing yearly in 


California's F arm er Congressmen.

R em arkable 
Possibilities 
of the 
Northw est Possession. 
I lie area of Alaska is so great that 
the United .States government main­ 
tains five agricultural experiment sta­ 
tions in the territory, so situated that 
crops may be tested under all the cli­ 
matic conditions. 
Sitka, on the strip 
of coast projecting southeast, has a 
fairly mild climate, while the station 
at Rampart is close to the arctic cir­ 
cle. C. C. Georgeson, special agent in 
charge of all the stations, in his an­ 
nual report for 1908, recently issued by 
the United States department of agri­ 
culture, 
declares 
unqualifiedly 
that 
Alaska is an agricultural country,” 
that good hay eau be produced “in any 
quantity ’ for winter feeding, while the 
native grasses "can maintain live stock 
in excellent condition in summer.” He 
sa}s also that “potatoes, cabbage, caul­ 
iflower, rhubarb, turnips, lettuce and, 
in short, all the hardy vegetables can 
be grown to perfection up to and even 
within the arctic circle, as has been 
proved by thousands of settlers.” But 
before Alaska eau be largely settled 
railroads and wagon roads must be 
built. 
Under present conditions, he 
says, ‘ few farmers eau afford to go to 
Alaska with their families, live stock 
and equipment.” The expense of trans­ 
portation “would equal the cost of a 
farm in the states.” 
Abundant sunshine is essential for 
good crops in Alaska. In 1908 the rain­ 
fall during the growing season at 
Sitka was 1G.22 inches against 24.TG 
inches the year before and 18.91 inches 
in 1906. 
The smaller rainfall meant 
more sunshine, and the result in 1908 
was large crops of potatoes, cabbage, 
Cauliflower and various root crops. 
The quality also was better. 
Mr. Georgeson believes that Alaska 
has undeveloped resources sufficient 
for the support of a large population. 
But there, as he says. “Nature is stern 
and uncompromising, and we must sub­ 
mit to the conditions she imposes 
Among many interesting facts given 
in the report is this: Watermelons 
were brought to maturity out of doors 
on the Hot Springs farm, which is iii 
the Tanana valley, in latitude S4 de­ 
grees north. 
It seems that on part of 
thi^ farm the soil is warmed from tin 
same source, whatever It is, that heats 
the water of the springs. 
This- farm 
h;m now 150 acres regularly under 
crop. the greater portion devoted, to po­ 
tatoes.
